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Much has happened since the last issue. At the beginning of December we were faced with the closure 
of the Post Office and possible closure of the village shop. The Parish Council made admirably swift 
alternative arrangements with Adderbury Post Office (to whom, our thanks) and three weeks later 
Deddington’s services were restored. That would appear to be the end of the story - except that all of 
us were made aware of just how inter-dependent our community is. Other village shops suffered a 
linked fall-off in business during the closure. For those with pensions and other allowances to collect, 
Deddington must suddenly have seemed a much less attractive place in which to live. If we lose our 
amenities we stand to lose the variety and richness of our community. 

Which leads naturally to Deddington Library. There was a very good response to December’s 
questionnaire. Geoff Todd has written an outline of current proposals on library cuts (p.11) and 
introduces the idea of the Friends of Deddington Library to help combat any shortfalls in our own 
services. We hope to include an insert in this issue giving the results of the January 27 decisions. 

On page 12 George Fenemore writes forcefully about current problems in the world of farming. And 
the Editor’s Postbag has a letter from Bill Ivings, announcing his resignation as Bell Tower Captain. 
Some people become almost part of the fabric of the place in which they live. Bill has rung for 33 
years. The Bell Tower without him seems unthinkable. But we do all grow older and we wish Bill a 
host of more down-to-earth interests in the years ahead. 

Does some of the above make Deddington sound a fading place ? Nonsense. We’re mapping for the 
Millennium. We’re on the Internet, the Appeal total rises and I’m off to the Pantomime, to cheer and 


hiss and to salute a splendidly successful example of village co-operation. Kristin Thompson

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THREATENED LIBRARY CLOSURES From Geoff Todd (338532) 

Oxon CC officers have recommended to the MALL (Museums, Libraries, Arts and Leisure) Committee 
that 8 libraries close (none in Cherwell). Further, they propose: (a) a 23% cut in hours together with a 
reduction in the book fund of £173,400 or: (b) a 15% cut in hours with a £268,700 cut in the book 
fund. This would mean a cut of 2 hours per week (from 14 to 12) for Deddington Library, ably run by 
Rosemary Arnold, and far fewer new books. The threat of closure appears to have receded but we 
have to wait to see what the County Councillors will, in fact, do. (See insert). 

After the original announcement, a small group of people - also known as the Friends of Deddington 
Library - got together to try to mitigate the effects of cutbacks. While shorter hours may or may not be 
acceptable, there will still be a shortage of new publications. This is where-DN readers can help. If 
you have books - hard or paper back - or tapes in good condition, why not take them to Rosemary ? 
They can then be enjoyed by your fellow villagers. At the same time, you will be supporting an 
important village facility. 

If you have other ideas about how best to support OUR library do let me know. The Friends of 
Deddington Library are due to meet on Thursday, February 12 at 7.30pm. in the Town Hall.

The sheep are now in their winter quarters, very happy to be out of the 
mud and soon to be prepared for lambing. The first lambs should appear as 
in.mid-February. With the continuing saga of BSE in cattle, Scrapie in sheep and other 
assorted food scares it is difficult to see the future prospects, if any, for farming. No other 
industry has attracted so much media attention or has been put under the microscope by so 
many experts. Agriculture is probably the largest industry in this country, with a very large 
work force. True the numbers who work the land and tend the livestock are falling but if you 
include all the industries that make or produce the products and equipment used in farming and 
the companies that process all the commodities produced by agriculture, you will see that a 
sizeable slice of the British economy is based on agriculture. We have our Government 
Department and a Minister in the Cabinet, so why is the Government hell-bent on strangling — 
British farming with red tape and yet more regulations every time some cock-a-hoop suggestion 
or edict slithers out of Brussels? We all know the BSE saga and now the butchers cannot sell 
beef on the bone. You stand more chance of being run down by a runaway Tamworth pig than 
of catching anything from British beef. 
The latest suggestions concern sheep and a disease called Scrapie. This is a disease of the 
nervous system and brain. It has been around for some 200 years in this country and other 
European countries. It is passed from the ewe to lambs at birth from the afterbirth and foetal 
fluids. There is no cure or method of diagnosis until the clinical signs appear and the infected 
animal is put down or dies and the brain is examined. It can take from 2 to 5 years for the 
clinical symptoms to appear and is always fatal. The name Scrapie is from the insatiable urge of 
an infected sheep to rub, scratch or bite any part of its body it can reach. The ‘experts’ think 
there may be a connection between Scrapie, BSE and CJD but have not yet come up with a 
conclusive link. As most mammals on this planet suffer from similar forms of brain disorders 
the link may never be proved. The Scrapie agent may have caused BSE in cattle through ren- 
dered sheep offal being included as a protein additive in cattle feed. This practice has now been 
stopped and the feed manufacturers must declare what is in the feed mix. Given that Scrapie has 
been around for 200+ years and that sheep have been imported and exported to and from coun- 
tries all over the world it must be a world-wide problem. Who knows how it will end? Per- 
haps we should all turn vegetarian. Then the experts will come up with a mad cabbage disease

safety and found our ever dearest Betsy then pretty well, for her, though her cough was more or | 
less troublesome. 

Susan returned to us on (I believe) the 5th of February, the boys having returned to their 

respective schools. 

(There are no further entries in the diaries for February, March or April while the family remains 

in Torquay)
